Cue of tbe regulations of tho forest 
service provides that legitim ate nppii 
emits may secure what tim ber they 
ueed by what is chnveuioutly called 
the “ free use’’ privilege. 
Fitteen 
thau ian d perm ittees in th is way o b ­ 
tained tim ber to supply tbeir wants. 
From these ligaros it may read iy 
be seen th at the settlers are socuring 
vary m aterial assistance w ithout cost 
from 
the forest reserves. 
At the 
same time, the free-use business lies 
been so handled 
that tho material 
tnkou out has improved the couditiou 
ot the foiest. 
Dead tim ber which 
weald 
otherwise 
have 
rotted 
or 
hauled to spread rarest Ui«a has been 
removed liist of all. 
Wbero it was 
necessary for 
tho settlors to have

Weighing the Soul. 


Some doctors of medicine in Boston 
anuounoe that they have dem onstrat­ 
ed, absolutely the existence of the 
human soul, and that it is a material 
substance. 
By delicately 
arranged 
soales, they found that at the mofneut 
of death the 
mortal 
remains lost 
about one ounce in weight. 
Several 
experiments were 
conducted, 
and 
there was a sensible diminution in 
weight in each case at the moment 
when body and soul paTted company. 
This loss In weight, they contend, 
represents the human sonl leaving its 
tenement of day. 
There would he 
something startling 
indeed in this 
discovery, if it were well authenticat­ 
ed, and rested on a solid scientific 
basis. But there isa wide gulf between 
the premises and conclusion. Admit­ 
ting that there was a sensible de­ 
crease of weight, amounting to a two- 
thousandth part of the total weight of 
the body, it does not follow that this 
loss represented the departure of that 
uudeflnable thing called the human 
soul. 
The dootors merely credited it 
in that fashion beoause they were at a 
loaa to aooount for it in any other 
way. 
It was the easiest solution of 
the problem; it certainly was the most 
sensational theory, likely to create 
wide-spread 
interest and comment 
throughout the civilized world. .It 
falls immeasurably short of a fairly 
proven scientiliu fact. 
It has called 
forth mure of ridicule and derision 
than anything else from the scientific 
world. Neither is it satisfactory rrom 
the viewpoint of the theologian and 
religionist. 
About the only sect that 
will look with favor upon the an­ 
nouncement is the spiritualists. 
There are throe widely divorgont be­ 
liefs regarding the soul. One is held by 
the orthodox faith: namely, that the 
soul or spirit is immaterial and essen­ 
tially immortal, capable of existence 
in connection with or entirely inde­ 
pendent of the body. The spiiitualist 
view is that the soul is a material sub 
stance, the existence of which is dem 
ouatrable to the physical senses. With 
this class the soul life is not a mere 
matter of taitb; but a fact capable of 
actual proof. 
The Boston doctors, 
with their weighing apparatus tipping 
the beam when thp soul takes its 
flight from the body, are in tune with 
this doctiiue, and we are strongly of 
the opinion that they belong to the 
spiritualistic circle. 
Scientists as a rule, do not accept 
either of these views. 
They contend 
that lite is the resultant of organized 
matter. 
That what is called soul or 
spirit is simply the effect of organiza­ 
tion; that no life, whether animal or 
vegetable, 
can 
exist 
apart 
trorn 
m atter; that, in fact, it is incon­ 
ceivable to talk of anything beyond 
the pale of matter. 
The phenomenon 
of life, is the auimal mechanism in 
activity; th at^th e 
machinery at a 
standstill is death.

class can be elected as law makers 
session after session. 
The]plunderittg 
schemes put through iu one session, 
seems not to arouse the voters to 
greater care iu the selection oi repro 
sontatives for tho next session.

pathy over tho outcomo. 
They are 
robbed year aftor year by men of 
their own 
appointment. 
But

withstanding that this is true, in a 
measure, we do not believe that the 
people in general are in league with 
tho freebooting tactics which appear 
to be in vogue. 
They prefer honest 
men and honest measures. 
The fact, 
is they have little 
scope fur the 
exercise of any choice in the matter. 
J'he hope is entertained that the 
direct primary law will work a change 
for the bettor, that under that system 
the masses 
of the 
voters ot each 
political narty will have an oppor­ 
tunity of expressing their choice of 
candidates. 
At auy.rate, it should 
tend to bring the matter of retorm in 
governmental 
affairs 
home to the 
people. 
The professional politicians 
will try to defeat the purposes of this 
direct primary, and it may be that 
it will fall 
as 
easily 
witbiu the 
grasp of designing men, as the exist­ 
ing system. 
But it promises better 
things, 
i t cannot be worse, and it 
may mend matters materially.

Some wasps live in part npcifi honey, 
which they collect from the mojt open 
petaled flowers, and thus to a very 
moderate exteut they may be regarded 
in the light of flower fertilizers. Kirk­ 
land says in the first volume of the 
American Naturalist that “the paper 
hornet (Vespa mnculata) often enters 
my nucleus hives when I am rearing 
Italian queen bees and captures the 
ycuug queen in the midst of her little 
colony, usually just after she has com­ 
menced her first laying. 
I have seen 
this depredator enter the small lilve, 
drag out the queen and fiy away with 
her to the woods” (page 52). Some of 
the species of the genus polistes store 
up honey which is poisonous, from the 
fact that it has been collected from 
poisonous flowers. They are found in 
South America, where also species of 
the genus 
chartergus 
occur—wasps 
that make a very remarkable and 
tough nest, with funnel shaped combs 
inside, arranged oue inside of another, 
nest fashion, but not in contact ex­ 
cept at their points of suspension. At 
the apexes of these cones occur the 
apertures of entrance for the inmates 
to pass up among the conical tiers. 


S t e e r in g th e Ship. 
The work of steering a great ship, 
even with the aid of modern machin­ 
ery, is much more delicate than one 
would im agine. _ The larger and faster" 
the ship the greater is the difficulty. 
It is not enough to hold the wheel In 
the same position to keep the ship on 
her course, for the wind and waves 
and the currents of the ocean tend 
constantly to knock the ship off her 
course. 
The great wall of steel (for 
the hull may be 700 feet long and sixty 
feet high) offers a broad target for 
the wind and waves. The art in steer­ 
ing is to humor the ship to these forces 
and when she is deflected bring her 
back quickly to her course. 
If you 
could watch the binnacle, especially 
In bad weather, you would see the 
needle of the compass constantly shift­ 
ing from side to side, which means 
that the great steel prow Is not going 
forward in a perfectly straight line.—

money, first Issued iu China In 2097

note, the signature of the official who 
issued it and its value In both figures 
and words. On the top of these curi­ 
ous note3 was the following philosoph­ 
ic iujunction: “Produce all you can;

printed in blue ink ou paper made 
from the fiber of the mulberry tree. 
One of these notes bearing the date 
1399 B. C. is still preserved in the Asi­ 
atic museum at St. Petersburg.

Cosumnes Bridge Washed Away. 
A telegraphic dispatch Tuesday 
morniDg from A. McWayne of Dry- 
town, says that over 400 feet of the 
Cosumnes bridge, between Dry!own 
and Latrobe was washed away during 
the htgh water Monday night. This 
was a combination steel aud wood 
bridge, a very expensive affair. 
The 
steel portion was on tho Amador side. 
We presume 400 teet will take about 
the entire structure. 
The bridge was 
built jointly by Amador and El 
Dorado counties about 10 or 12 years 
ago. 
Experts say that the structure 
was built too low, the water way 
being insufficient. The flood of Mon­ 
day, it is thought reached the level 
ot the bridge, and swept it dowQ. It 
will take fully 85000 to restore this 
bridge, it is ou the line of main 
travel between Plymouth, Drytown 
and Latrobe. 
It is an absolute 
necessity to traffic, and of course 
must be replaced a9soon as possible. 
Ail freight from the railroad to tho 
northern portion ot Amador passes 
that way. It is a serious disaster fot 
the trade of that section.. 


Saloon Business Sold. 
John Noce has sold bis saloon busi­ 
ness and stock of liquors to B. E. 
Kay, formerly deputy sheriff under 
the last administration, and G. 
Bonamici, formerly one of the pro­ 
prietors of the Garibaldi saloon. The 
notice of inteution to sell was filed 
in the recorder’s office on Tuesday, 
and the new owners will take possess­ 
ion early next week.

J he biggest flood known in this 
seotiou since 1878 was witnessed early 
Tuesday morning. 
It had been rain­ 
ing almost continuously for three 
days. 
it was a warm rain, and the 
snow far up iu the mountains was 
melted by the stcim, the waters from 
whiah, added to the natural heavy 
rainfall brought dowu the streams in 
torrential force. 
The Mokelumuo 
river rose very rapidly. 
For some 
time it rose iu tho neighborhood of 
Big Bar bridge at the rate of from G 
to 8 inches per boar. 
All tho branches ot Jaokson creek 
were very high -higher than they have 
been known since the great flood ot 
1878, when the big 
New 
York 
reservoir 
broke, wbicb coming an 
heels of an unprecedented cloudburst, 
during which three iucbes of rain tell 
around Jackson in the space ot 20 
miuutes^ caused a flood never before 
witnessed in this neighborhood. The 
main bridge, on Broadway was swept 
away, and ttm whole of Chinatown 
was carried down the stream by the 
north fork, several lives being lost. 
During the whole of last MoDday 
uigbt the rain teii steadily. Monday 
the creeks were not swollen much, 
but during the night the waters rose 
rapidly. 
Eooii after midnight the 
middle fork was so high that night- 
watchman Barker, aroused the resi­ 
dents bordering on that stream, so 
that they might be on the guard. 
Mrs Rooco had her chicken coop 
built on the edge of the stream near 
the main bridge, completely swept 
away, but saved the chickens —about 
oue hundred iu number. 
Several 
thousand feet of lumber piled ou the 
bank in the rear of B. W«il’s lot 
sailed down the current. 
The footbridge over the south fork 
of Jaekson creek beyond the Zeila 
mine w h s carried away, and struck 
against the footbridge at South Jack 
son, several hundred yards distant, 
knocking out a section ot that. There 
was no way of reaching town from 
the connty south except by way ot 
the foot bridge near the Uood llope 
mine, and at Barry Jones. 
For 
vehicle travoi communication was 
shut off tor nearly two days. 
In other parts of the county 
damage done is considerable, 
serious break oocnrred on the 
of the ditch above tho Tabeatid 
reservoir, and Tuesday the company 
was employmg all the men nvailable 
to fix up tho oreaks. 
The power 
plant was not damaged to any extent. 
The waters of the Mokoinmne river 
were awash of the barn, it is said 
the river rose at least 12 teet. 
The 
suipherets bin of the Easybird mine 
was washed away, aud tho floor of the 
Tripp mill was under water. The air 
compressor building of the Gwiu 
mine was flooded, 
bringing the 
machinery to a standstill. 
A pretty sight was witnessed near 
the Zeila aiill about 8 o’clock Tues­ 
day morning. 
The branch power 
line, leading from the main line to 
the mill, crosses the creek. 
One of 
the poles carrying the wires is located 
in the creek bed. 
The high water 
washed around this pole t > such an 
extent that it tell, aud tho wires be­ 
came mixed up. A number ot persons 
were watching the Hood waters at the 
time. Johnny Garbaiiui noticed the 
shaky condition of this pole, aud 
called to the others to be ou their 
guard, as some were bolding the guy 
wires. 
When it fell, there was a 
pynotecniu sceue that was grand. 
The wires tor a dista ice of a «ouple 
of hundred teet were ablaze, and tho 
buzzing, hissing sound was louder 
than the noise of the 40 stamp mill of 
the Zeila. 
The heat simply melted 
the wires together. 
No damage was 
done to the mill machinery, but it 
brougeht the mill to a standstill. As 
a result of this break, the transformer 
of the street light system in front of 
the Union Bouse on Main street was 
put out of commission, and bad to be 
replaced by a new one. 
Tbe bridge across the Mokelumne 
river below Lancha Plana was carried 
away during tbe fiood, making two 
costly structures lost as the outcome 
of the recent high water. 
Amador 
county will have to stand one half 
the expeuse of thoir rebuilding, iu 
additiou there aie four other bridges 
that it is iu contemplation to build 
this season, uamely at the south fork 
near tho Zeila mine, at the Ellis 
place below Jackson, at Aukuni, over 
the Gosumnes river, aud oue in the 
valley at the Cliftou ranch. 
This 
work will eotaii a heavy outlay; but 
they are all imperatively demanded 
by the necessities of traffic. 
The passenger stage from this city 
went clear through to lone yesterdey 
morning. Traffic on the 1. & E. road 
was suspended, on account of the soft 
condition ot the roadbed. No land­ 
slides ur wnshuut bad occurred, but 
tbe management decided that it was 
not advisable to run trains over it. 
The road between lone and Galt wee 
repaired so that passengers were con­ 
veyed as far as Galt. 
Above aid 
below that station the main track of 
the Southern Pacific was washed out 
iu a number of places, it is reported 
that all budges over the Gosumnes 
from the Nashville bridge to the 
Sacramento were swept away, and 
that regular traffic to and frcm Sacra 
meuto is not likely to be restored for 
seveial days. 
The gauge apparatus strung across 
the Mokelumne river above Big Bar, 
for taking the volume of water iu tho 
stream, was swept away. It has not 
been in use for some time. 
At Middle Bar tbe water rose to 
within three feet of the floor of the 
steel bridge. 
Severa! gathered to 
keep tho structure free from floating 
debris, nud this action saved the 
bridge. 
Word was sent m from Electra 
Tuesday to hire all available men to 
go up on tbe ditch to repair the the 
breaks along the canel, aud also the 
landslides between Big Bar and the 
plant. The company offered liberal
